SHOT GUN BLOWS

His Cousin Dulled Trigger W hen

William Raymond Clugston, eigh t- 
year-old son of Roy Clugston, who 
lives in Path Valley, near Doyles- 
burg, was instantly killed Saturday 
afternoon, when the boy’s 
cousin,

15, pulled the 
trigger 
of 
a supposedly 
unloaded 
gun, after young Clugston had put 
the end 
of the 
gun barrel 
in his 
mouth. 
The victim ’s 
head was 
toro off 
just above his shoulders, as an un­ 
exploded shell tore its way into his 
throat and neck. 
In company with 
three brothers, John,

Elmer, and a cousin, Herbert
